section is the 
new 
Winter 
street 


school building. 
The school 
house 


sits on the site of the olil one. facing 
directly south. It is 70 feet four inch- 
es in length by 37 feet 4 inches wide, 
and two stories high. 


One ascends the long steps and en- 


ters the front door, that is, if he is a 
"isitor. the scholars going in through 
doors at cither end, and finds himself 
in a long corridor. Into this corridor 
open two school rooms, each 27 feet 
by 32 feutin dimensions. 
In each 


bchool room there are six windows. 
On one side the windows are placed 
near the ceiling, that the blackboards 
may run unbroken. The second story 
is laid out in exactly the same man- 
ner as the first. 


In the cellar -will be the boiler room, 


lavatories and later two piay rooms. 
Sometime the floor will be concreted,

year. 


The exterior of the building is of a 


very pleasing appearance. The sec- 
ond story is shingled, while the first 
is clapimarrted. A large chimney is 
placed in the center ot the roof.

each. The building is being painted 
in three colors, yellow, cream and 
white.

The report of Commissioner Cham- 


berlain of the bureau of navigation at 
Washington, showing, as it does, the 
decadent condition of our merchant 
u'anne. givet a sharp accentuation to 
the failure of congress at its recent 
session to pass a ship subsidy bill. 
Commisioner Chamberlain's statistics 
show an actual decrease of fifty-two 
vessels in the number construced in 
the last fiscal year, and a decrease in 
tonnage of 15, 633. "Last July," it is 
said, "255,000 tons of ocean 
steel 


steamers were under construction or 
under 
contract, while during 
the 


same month this year only about 160.- 
'•00 tons are under construction, and 
no large seaboard contracts are re- 
ported." The commisioner's comment 
on this, as disappointing to those 
who have been looldng for an early 
upbuilding of our shipbuilding indus- 
try, is moderate enough. It is almost 
disheartening The only relief to be 
hoped for is in the passage of a ship- 
ping bill at the next session of con-

The winter of the far north Is not 


wholly silent, although so little life is 
manifest at that season. A paragraph 
from Captain Koldewey's account of 
his winter's stay on the east coast of 
. Greenland makes this fact very clear: 


All these movements of the ice—the 


gradpal crowding and'pressing, bend- 
ing and pushing, the breaking of the 
masses of snow lying at the "ice foot" 
—do Bjotigo on noiselessly, but are gen- 
erally- accompanied by certain sounds, 
which are "called the "voices" of the 
Ice. 


Nffjr ,w^ hear a low singing, splash- 


ing or grumbling, alternating with va^' 
rious other noises, s cracking and snap- 
ping; now it soimds irregularly from a 
great distance, like a contusion of hu- 
man voices, the changing din of a 
train or a sledging party, or you fancy 
you hear the steps and voices of all 
sorts of animals.

The amount of rnilk produced by a 


ami of milk cows does not always de- 
pend upon the grain ration. Early cut 
hay, 
not too coarse, taken in without 


rain or too much drying, will produce a 
good flow of milk \\ ith much less grain 
than that which has ripened more. This 
we bad a chance to test recently when 
changing Crom a mow of early cut hay. 
There were a few loads of late cut on 
tho second mow, ami this kind of hay, 
although sweet and nice in every rc- 
spcct, cKcejit that it was cut 1-xte. 
caused a falling off of fiom 15 to 20 
per cent in the milk. The cows re- 
gained tho loss after we drew the late 
cut hay to the horse barn and com- 
menced feeding the cows on the early 
cut down a little irj tho mow. It has 
been stated in reputable papers that 
tin; early cut hay contains more pvo- 
teia than that cut Inter in the season. 
I asked the speaker at the Institute 
about tlsit, and he said it was not true; 
that the early cut hay is more palata- 
ble and tho cows eat more and do bet- 
ter, that is all. I presume he is right. 
We were feeding a fair amount of pro- 
tola in tho grain feed anyway. Pala la- 
bility made a big difference, and tho 
oo\v*. told us about ir right along.— II. 
U. Lyou in Jiuial X"w Yorker. 


Smell* ol Cities.

that a stranger can smell a city—"the 
great, blended odor of the entire city." 
There i£. truth in his remarks.' When 
a stranger enters. Munich, there is a 
smell as of many breweries—a pecul- 
iar, sweetish, yet pungent odor of malt, 
not at all unpleasant to a beer drinker. 
After a day or two the smell is not re- 
marked, but after the stranger leaves 
the city the smell is distinct in his 
memory; it exerts a spell; it urges him 
to drop bis work, to take the next 
steamship. \Ve have not been in Mu- 
nich for seventeen years, but that sweet 
smell haunts us still. Paris has a pe- 
culiarly individual odor; so has Lon- 
don, 
so has Berlin, so has Dresden. 


Boston no doubt has its own smell, 
which is highly respectable, rather 
musty, with a. suspicion of old family 
cockroaches. 


How Coal Resemble* Ice. 


The Electrical Review calls attention 


to an interesting explanation of the 
burning of coal. Coal petroleum and 
illuminating gas are related to one an- 
other much as are ice, water and 
steam. For this reason perfect com- 
bustion of liquid, fuel is already-ad- 
vanced a long step.toward vaporiza- 
tion, just as ice is advanced toward 
steam when turned into water. The 
volatile elements of coal are locked up 
in solid form, or virtually frozen solid- 
Professor Dewar demonstrated how 
great an 'amount of beat must be tak- 
en from the so called permanent gases 
to make them liquid and how much 
more to make them solid. Yet nature* 
has solidified gas into the form of coal, 
and solid coal, like solid ic&, will only 
dissolve into vapor through, the ex- 
penditure of heat.

trace In a cursory fashion the history 
of dog kennels to general, from the 
time of Diogenes downward, but we 
think that a glance at the sketch will 
convince any one that the suggestion 
Is worth carrying out for its intrinsic 
beauty, to which we must add that 
such appliances fulfill a useful and 
necessary purpose, and we may there- 
fore allow the historical dignity of the 
kennel to be treated of by some more 
leisured or Interested writer. 


There is, unfortunately, not sufficient 


space to give in this column full siite 
working drawings for the carpentry 
part of this undertaking, but the box 
can easily be made by any one who is 
tolerably skillful at the bench, and the 
arrangement of the roof is sufficiently 
indicated by the sketch. The columns 
at the side will be applied after the 
box is complete, as will also the 
turnery and cut through work above. 
The top of the kennel might, if de- 
sired, be covered with felt, which is 
often seen on such things, but if the 
joints were securely filled with putty 
the roof would probably be watertight 
without any other addition. The cqlor 
of the kennel might be of green or lead 
color. 
This will depend, however, 


largely upon the tint of the fence or 
wall near which it is to be placed. The 
sides of the kennel are composed of 'a 
number of strips of match boarding 
not quite so substantial as the pieces 
in use for the front and the roof. A 
ring or staple to which the chain of 
the fl^g can be attached is not shown 
because with a kennel of this size— 
and, although it could be made in vari-

Not wholly responsible for the tender 


feet which cause j-*>me womea u;any 
uaLappy hours during the 
Trarm 


weather ere ibo shoes they wear. Fre- 
quently the paiii coni«-s from lack of 
proper care, yet icry few of the fair 
creatures who trip daintily along 
would admit ihat they have neglected 
a really important part of the daily 
toilet, says the Xe\v York Herald in 
preface to the following excellent ad- 
\ice: 


It Is unnecessary to dwell upon the 


beneficial effects resulting from bath- 
Ins the feet frequently and properly. 
Extremely hot water should never be 
used, as it tends to make the skin 
more sensitive than ever. Lukewarm 
water is always test, though to sum- 
mer few can resist the delightful sen- 
sation of plunging the warm and dasty 
feet'into very cold water. One thing 
in fa\or of the latter is the fact that 
it helps to nuke the skin firm and 
hard. 


When you come in tired and dusty 


from a hot day's traiap. don't treat 
your pedal extremities to a bath with 
soap and water and then think they 
have 
received 
sufficient 
attention. 


Give them the bath certainly, but go 
about it thoroughly and gently, as if 
the feet were made for something else 
than Just to stand on. 


After 
they 
have been properly 


cleansed rub them all o\ er with a cool- 
ing lotion. Witch hazel is excellent, 
for it takes away that prickling sen- 
sation and soothes any irritated spots. 
During the summer the feet blister 
easily, and when this is the case it is 
well to use some similar lotion as fre- 
quently as is convenient 


When the lotion has been used, sprin- 


kle over the tops of the feet and be- 
tween tlie toes fine powder. This will 
be found almost as effectual as the 
lotion in the way of allaying smarting 
and irritation. It is quite natural that 
the skin which is between the toes 
should blister and chafe. 


Immediately after the bath it Is an 


excellent Idea to massage the feet and 
ankles and even the legs as far as tho 
knees. There is one important move- 
ment in stimulating the circulation in 
the feet, and this is to press the tips of 
the hands and the fingers flat against 
the calf of the leg and with one stroke 
rub to the very tips of the toes. Have 
some one do this to your feet when 
you feel unusually tired, and you will 
be astonished at the relief that comes 
almost immediately. 


A change of shoes is one of the best 


remedies for tired feet Fresh stock- 
ings, of course, would be worn, and if 
after you have given the feet a careful 
treatment you are particular about tlie 
way you draw on the hose—that is, do 
not rub off all the powder which was 
put on for the purpose of soothing the 
skin and drying up any moisvure which 
may form—the chances are that the 
feet will feel decidedly comfortable. 


More powder dusted into the shoes 


makes them slip on very easily, so that 
tbey seem at least one size larger than 
before.

really good ones on the market. The 
main thing is to have plenty of reserve 
force and strength in this class of ma- 
chinery if one would avoid delays and 
annoyances that result from insutli- 
cient capacity, breakage, etc. My cut- 
ter is driven by a ten horse power elec- 
tric motor, and we cut the corn as 
fast as two teams can comfortably de- 
liver it by using three wagons. I have 
handled fifty tons in a day of ten hours 
at a cost for men and teams of about 
40 cents per ton. 


In the field one man -with team cuts 


and binds the corn with a harvester. It 
is taken up as fast as possible and 
placed on wagons with low rackb, as 
shown in tlie illustration. 
The two 


stringers in this rack are -i by 8 indies 
and either eighteen or twenty feet long, 
as desired, swung under the front axle 
by a lengthened king bolt provided 
with a nut and washer, and from the 
hmd axle by three-quaitcr inch rods 
provided with nut and washer below 
and hook above, which hang from the 
bolster. The stringers are twenty inches 
apart, outside measure, in fiont, and a 
short reach keeps the hounds from tip- 
ping up.

A Fine Fornee Crop—Sow Any Time 


Front Any. 1 to October. 


Winter vetch, Vicia %.llosa, is an in 


teresting legume that has appeared 
under a \anety of Dairies. It ib oit 
culled hairy vetch and sand \etch. 
Some have called it Rubsiuu vetch, 
probably because it originated in Hu& 
sia. The seeds of this plant are small, 
black, hard spheres resembling swtet 
pea seeds. 
The growing plant also 


bears a close ic&etublaiice to sweet pea 
up to the time it blossoms, when a 
field of vetch appears as a sea of beau- 
tifal, bluish purple clustered flowers. 
Tlie plant is a branching, climbing 
vine, a great many of its Urauchcb at- 
taining a length of seven to ten feet 
A full grown crop even in three foot 
rows forms ft dense mat, completely 
covering tie ground to the depth of 
one to two feet When grown with a 
crop of wheat, rye or other strong 
growing plant, it is kept entirely abo\ e 
the ground. 


If tho seed be sown In early spring, 


when the ground is moist and the con- 
ditions generally favorable for growth, 
the plant will develop rapidly. Hy the 
middle of August it will be in full 
blossom, although it will continue to 
grow and r&naiu green until the 
ground freezes in the winter. A few 
seeds will be formed in the late fall, 
lint spring sowing Is not ad\isablo if 
one wishes to harvest a crop of seeds. 


If the seed is sown in the fall—that 


is, any time between the 1st of August 
nnd the 1st of October—It will make 
some growth before winter sets in. but 
in the following spring will continue 
a marvelous growth, developing blos- 
soms by the first of June and ripening 
seeds by the middle of July. The fall 
nowing is the more desirable for pro- 
ducing seeds. 


One of the principal objections urged 


ngainst the growing of this crop is the 
great expense for seeds, which are this 
year quoted at about $7 per bushel, 
while former advices have recommend- 
ed using as high as a bushel and a half 
I<er acre. We find that the seed can b0 
readily grown hi this state by sowing 
in the fall nnd harvesting about the 
time of winter wheat 


It IK found, too, thnt the quantity of I 


seed necessary can bo economized by 
sowing with sonic other crop. A mix- 
ture of half oats and half veteh for 
spring seeding and a similar mixture 
of wheat or rye with the vetch for fall 
seeding have proved to bo successful 
combtnntloiiH for soiling and hay. 


Our observation loads us to recom- 


mend the use of winter wheat Instead 
of rye for fall Heeding, hwiu:*" t!n« lat- 
ter will ripen too curly nnd not , i , t « the 
vetch sufficient time for mature growth. 
When sowed with winter wheat for 
hay, the crop mak<-n an excellent sub- 
stitute for rod c16v«r nnd is ready to 
harvest us buy by the middle of June.

Grape, Cnrrant and GooHeberrlfB. 


l.ny«rl«iHf and Cutting*. 


Grapes are rather difficult, to propa 


gate from cuttings unless one has had 
some little experience, A Farm and 
Fireside writer recommends beginners, 
as a general rule, to grow them by lay 
ering, which is very simplf. To do thK 
successfully the new growth should be 
bent to the ground and covered foi 
about a foot of its growth in the rnid 
die of the cane with lour to six inch'1*, 
of soil. 
Treated in this way, s»m h 


brunches will genera 11} have a good 
root system by the time the leaves fail 
when they may bo taken up, cut iuK 
two parts and treated as small, sepa 
rate plants. 


Currants are best grown from cut 


tings made early in September or aiii 
time after the lca\es fall. They inaj 
also be made up later in the autumn or 
even in the spring ^Yith very good re 
suits. 
They should be made about 


eight inches long and preferably,of the 
new growth. They should be plants 
out seven inches deep In good, i 
-i< 


heavy soil, setting the cuttings about 
four inches apart In rows throe t't 
apart. Great pains should be taken to 
firm the soil carefully around tho cut 
tings, so that they cannot be easily 
displaced. 


Ou the approach of winter cover tht 


cuttings with a mulch of well rottei 
manure about two inches deep to pro 
vent their being thrown ont of th 
ground by frost. With this treatment 
it will be found that the tultings me- 
rooted before tho winter sets in, and 
they will make a btrong, vigorous 
growth in the spring. 


Gooseberries do not grow easily from 


cuttings lii tlie northern states, where 
they are best grown by layering. This 
consists of bending the braijcnus to tha 
ground tho latter part of ,lune or the 
1st of July and burying a piece of the 
new growth for about six inches. 


Many small shoots that grow upon 


the branches will then produce roots, 
and they may be cut apart In autumn, 
when, if tlu<y are rooted ever so little, 
they will grow the next spring if plant- 
ed out and treated about as for cut- 
tings set in tho spring.
